FREEPORT, 111.—(AP)—Two Rochelle grain dealers were Indicted 


by a federal grand jury today on charges of misappropriating more 
than 1,000,000 bushels of corn owned by the government. 


The indictment, containing 28 


counts against Francis J. Spellman 
jr., and his brother, James Spell- 
man, were returned before District 
Judge Joseph Sam Perry. 


The brothers, partners In the 


Rochelle Grain and Feed Co., were 
also charged in the indictment with 
making false statements to the 
Commodity Credit Corp., owner ol 
the grain, in reporting their eleva- 
tor holdings and for the purpose of 
obtaining CCC grain for storage. 


Robert C. Bourland Jr., Rock- 


ford, assistant U.S. attorney, said 
the Spcllmans had begun selling 
government grain and converting 
the money to their own use 10 
days after the first CCC stocks 
were placed in their bins in Sep- 
tember, 1049. Bourland said the 
brothers obtained some $300,000 
from illegal grain sales. 


In all, the indictment said that 


1,105,307 bushels of CCC grain was 
converted by the Spcllmans to 
their own use. 


Judge Perry issued bench war 


rants for arrest of the brothers 
and authorised bail of $500 for 
Francis and $10,000 for James. The 
higher bond was set for James 
after 
Bourland reported t h a t 


James had left the court's juris- 
diction while under a $2,000 U.S.

plane crash Saturday night when 
it clipped the top of 6,359-foot 
Tyler peak in a blinding snow- 
storm. 


The ship bounded over the peak 


and skidded through the snow 
down 
to the 
5,000-foot 
level. 


Search planes located the wreck- 
age Sunday. 


Pray in "Unison 


At 
McCord air 
force base. 


Wash., seven survivors of the 
British Columbia crash told yes- 
terday of praying in unison as 
they watched 26 f»llow passen- 
gers swept one by one to their 
deaths in icy North Pacific seas. 


One soldier told of baptizing a 


youth just before he slipped be- 
neath the battering waves. 


Thirty-three of the 43 persons 


aboard the Korean airlift plane 
got out safely after it crash landed 
off the British Columbia coast. 
But only seven remained huddJed 
on the half-submerged wreckage 
when fishermen arrived with a 
skiff. 


Tell of Struggle 


The seven survivors, flown to 


McChord Saturday 
night 
from 


Sandspit airport in the Queen 
Charlotte islands, told of a 90- 
minute struggle for survival in 
the icy seas. They described how. 
numb with cold, they clung to a 
slippery wing until the rescue 
boat arrived. 


The four-engincd plane, inbound 


from Japan with troops en route 
home on emergency leave, crash- 
landed a mile off Sandspit air- 
port early Saturday after it de- 
veloped engine trouble. 


The survivors said 10 were kill- 


«d in the crash. The others man- 
aged to reach the wing. 


Capt. Casimir Hybki, 31. pilot 


of the rescue plane, said the crash 
came just five minutes after .the 
crew obtained the last "fix" on 
their position. 


1'llot Tells Story 


"The air was turbulent," said 


the Tacoma, Wash., pilot, "tossing 
the plane up 700 to 800 feet at 
times. A blinding snowstorm pre- 
vented seeing the mountain. 


"There waa 'a blinding flash— 


we may have hit some trees first 
—as the plane crashed." 


The plane caught fire after the 


wreckage came to a stop. But the 
men had time to roll out sleeping 
bags and cmcxpency equipment. In 
the morning they lit flares and 
smoke bombs to attract rescuers. 


"We saw three planes come over 


this morning," said Sgt. Charles 
Hartke of Chicago, the ship's 
radio operator. "One of them 
circled and we knew we'd be found. 
Then when that coast gOard heli- 
copter came over it was the most 
welcome sight I've ever had in my 
life." 


Helicopter to Rest-no 


The helicopter pilot, Lt. Cmdr. 


Gordon H. MacLane, made five 


trips through snow squalls to 
carry out survivors and carry in 
rescue crews. 


Lt. Donald E. Baker, 20, of 


Glendale, Calif., gave newsmen a 
graphic survivor's account of the 
earlier British Columbia crash: 


"While I was on the wing, two 


or three men slipped off near me. 
We pulled them back. One man 
lost his head and couldn't. help 
himself. He wouldn't stand up. I 
don't know when he went. We did 
everything in our power to save 
him." 


Didn't Panic 


"Every man who survived is a 


real man. There may have been 
fear—but we didn't panic. The 
seven of us, and many more joined 
together in praying." 


Baker said survivors on the 


wind "slowly fell away."

We Have Very Much at Stake in 


Britain's Economic Recovery 


Prime Minister Churchill for the most part has left 


Britain's real problems out of his discussions with President 
Truman and other American officials. Those difficulties are 
economic, and they are very serious. 


The British premier did exact a promise from us of more 


steel, which will have a definite bearing on one phase of the 
economic crisis, the materials shortage, 
part of the story. 


But that is only 


The fundamental fact is that Britain's once vast eco- 


nomic empire has shrunk alarmingly and is still contracting. 


This has made Britain itself a top-heavy nation, overbur- 


dened with population and the administrative and financial 
structure to fit a level of activity that no longer exists. 


As parts of the empire have broken away, too often they 


have carried with them both markets and raw materials 
sources relied on by the British. 


And in a world of rising prices Britain has not been able 


to compete successfully with the United States and some 
other nations for materials available elsewhere.

Unable to get the'raw stuff of manufactured products 


In sufficient volume, the.British have not been able to sell 
enough goods to pay for the food stuffs they need to feed 
their substantial population. 


So the country is like a great factory which is trying to 


maintain a full payroll of several thousand workers with too 
few orders. 


The original postwar British loan and subsequent Mar- 


shall Plan aid were like hypodermic shots that temporarily 
restored a flush to Britain's cheeks. They apparently solved 
nothing but simply postponed the day of reckoning. 


That day may now be close. Churchill knows it will not 


be easy to ask an American congress for more money, espe- 
cially since there is little proof such aid brings any lasting 
results. 
• 
* * 


What Britain must do is broaden its economic base until 


once more it approximates the well-established super-struc- 
ture of finance and administration that so long kept the na- 
tion pre-eminent among the world's economic powers. 


Only then will it be able to keep its people well fed and 


healthy without the artificial stimulants of outside aid. 
* 
* 
* 


This is a tall order. If Churchill can fill it he may make 


a peacetime mark greater than his wartime heroics. Evi- 
dently he understands the problem well; but there is no sign 
yet he sees how to solve it. 


Without a solution, Britain will slide steadily downhill 


from its former greatness. Before it is the brutal example of 
Austria, where once-powerful Vienna serves so small an 
economic hinterland that it almost seems a city without a 
country. 


London might one day be another Vienna unless present 
trends are arrested. 


And all free men must realize: A Britain reduced to sec- 


ondary power would mean an immeasurable loss of strength 
to the forces fighting Russian communism. The task of safe- 
guarding liberty would be immensely complicated. That is 
the stake in Britain's search for permanent recovery.

Schizophrenia Is Not 
Thought To Be Inherited 


A reader 
who signs herself 


'Anxious" asks for a discussion of 
dual or split personality and what 
can be done for it. 


This condition is known medi- 


cally as schizophrenia, and was 
formerly 
often 
called dementia 


praecox. It is one of the most im- 
portant of the mental diseases, and 
it has been stated that approxi- 
mately every fourth patient who 
occupies a hospital 
bed in the 


United States is afflicted with this 
illness. 


Furthermore, unlike some of the 


mental diseases, schizophrenia is 
most likely to strike in late adoles- 
cence or early adult life, and thus 
prevents persons in the prime of 
:ife from taking their part satis- 
factorily in society. 


Schizophrenia comes more often 


,n children born of parents who 
lave that disease or with relatives 
who have it. Nevertheless, it Is 
now considered not to be a true 
hereditary disease but rather the 
result of a number of factors both 
inherited and present in the en- 
vironment. 
DISEASE TAKES MANY FORMS 


The disease takes^.many forms 


and may come on slowly or sud- 
denly. Among the signs which may 


develop early are disorderliness, or 
lack of cleanliness in personal af- 
fairs. Some victims of the disease 
appear to be unduly suspicious or 
feel they are being persecuted. 


Changes in thinking and judg- 


ment, stealing, and other altera- 
tions in behavior which perhaps 
may not be constant raise the sus- 
picion of the presence of this 
disorder. 


It is believed that early diagno- 


sis offers the best hope for re- 
covery. After diagnosis, the usual 
choice of treatment is either psy- 
chotherapy or electric shock. 


Either of these may bring about 


excellent results. Reserved for pa- 
tients who do not respond well to 
such forms of treatment are such 
operations on the brain as lobot- 
omy, which sometimes can be tried 
when other methods have failed. 


It is important to remember that 


many of those who have suffered 
from schizophrenia have recovered 
to a remarkable degree. When they 
return to their family and friends 
they should not be treated as some 
kind of pariah, but should receive 
entirely normal attention in all 
respects in order to encourage 
their continued improvement

enemy of the president. 


Truman never tolerates political opponents. His 


opponents always are enemies. 
He is a free-style }' 


fighter on the order of Ty Cobb in his formidable { 
prime. 
Ty fought 
by 
back-room rules. 
Billy 


Evans, the umpire, a stylish boxer and a game 
young fellow, met Ty by appointment under the 
Washington grandstand after a routine row in a 
ball game and had barely got his hands up in a 
formal jem mace attitude before he found himself on the ground, 
Ty at his throat, choking him with his necktie and pounding his 
skull against the concrete base of a steel pillar. Ty fought for keeps 
and so does Truman, so, with Truman in it, this must be a dirty 
fight. 


With the exceptions of Huey Long and Andrew Jackson. Truman 


is the most ferocious rought-and-tumble brawler in our presidential 
history. 
He lacks Long's amazing intelligence and cleverness, but 


he shares to the utmost Huey's abandon in hurling lies, dirty insinu- 
ations and insults and these undoubtedly were what he had in mind 
when he spoke of rotten eggs and mud. Who else would hurl the rot- . 
ten eggs and mud 
How could he speak for any other Democratic 


candidate but Harry S. Truman? 
He has Jackson's strange cruelty 


but it is a snarling nastiness whereas Old Hickory was a frontiers- 
man in an age of personal politics. And. or course, he is absolutely 
ignorant of Jackson's integrity, which instinctively prompted him to 
make a great financial sacrifice to redeem the debts of a foster son 
who was, in one important respect, a model for Elliott Roosevelt. The 
bankruptcy of Truman's necktie store and the scandalous loan of 
an overload of money out of the public school funds to his mother 
by the Pendergast board of county supervisors in Kansas City dis- 
pose of any attempt to compare him with Jacxson in that phase. 
And his merciless persecution of Maurice Milligan, the U. S. at- A 
torney who sent Pendergast to prison, is the classical example of his 
uncompromising badness. He was devoted to that horrible old rogue 
with the passion of a punk to a big-shot in the underworld of Al 
Capone and he took swaggering pride in the public wreaking of a 
painful revenge on a loyal public servant. 


Now Ike has a lot of other American generals serving under 


him here who have careers at stake and you must realize that al- 
ways, or almost always, such a commander is a hero to his sub- 
ordinates and requires and gets their personal loyalty. 
These gen- 


erals, starting with Alfred M. Gruenther, with four stars up. the 
man who obviously is being trained and pointed for Eisenhower's 
job, have only to think back to Roosevelt's rule of selection for pro- * 
motion, command and honors to realize that they are serving Tru- 
man's enemy. 
They are subject to the same malicious character 


which dictated at least three vicious longhand letters that we know 
of to men who had offended him. They are on a bad spot. 


It is useless to pretend that Tru- 


man wasn't threatening to give 
Eisenhower 
the works in this 


campaign. When he said it was 
all right with him if Ike wanted 
to have "all those rotten eggs 
and mud thrown at him" he meant 
that he, Truman, would throw 
rotten eggs and mud. He had no 
right to insinuate that Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson or any other potential 
Democratic candidate intended to 
throw them. 


Eisenhower's generals are not 


happy about this. After all, they 
are army men and this may mean 
that some of them will have to 
make a decision to retire and 
string along with him in the belief 
Lhat as president he would be bet- 
ter able to carry out the military 
venture which is now only be- 
ginning to take shape over here. 
Also, in this job, he necessarily 
las intimate entanglements with 
the state department which is 
absolutely Truman's and he even 
has in his headquarters staff a 
nephew of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, also named Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, a state department man 
whose wife is a daughter of Tru- 
man's vice president, Alben Bark- 
ey. Tony Biddle, a brigadier on 
ke's staff, is a state department 
amateur with many honors on his 
acket. A less controversial man 
vould be hard to imagine than 
Tony Bi<M!e nor a mere loyal one. 
But he is a Democrat and here he 
inds himself serving under a Re- 
iubllcan general who soon will be 


getting himself spattered with 
rotten eggs and mud thrown by 
the Democratic president. 


All along, Ike's friends have 


been insisting that if it comes to a 
fight, once he has blood on his 
gums, he will wipe off that in- 
gratiating grin, get down off his 
toes and slug at the belly. But 
not all of them are confident that 
he can fight Truman'* kind of 
fight. In dealing with a rottpn 
egg-and-mud man, Ike will have to 
spot his opponent the initiative in 
every flurry and either stick to 
counter-punching or 
adopt an 


aloof and superior demeanor which 
didn't work when Tom Dewey 
tried it. 


As a general, Eisenhower enjoys 


the dignity and prestige of a big 
office. He has never had to brawl 
with politicians, and fellow-sold- 
iers can't imagine how he will 
adapt himself to a campaign in 
which Truman, with the uninhibit- 
ed enthusiasm of a man whose 
only thought is to win, surely will 
introduce hateful racial issues and 
incite all the well-known sensitivi- 
ties against him. 


On one fighting issue we are 


certain to get a showdown this 
time. Eisenhower is just as firm as 
Taft against the predator conduct 
of American unions. Whoever gets 
the Republican nomination, and it 
will be one or the other, that one 
will be fought to a showdown in 
November.

WASHINGTON—(AP)—Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the house 


armed services committee introduced today a bill to authorize construc- 
tion of the navy's second nuclear-powered submarine. 


The measure also includes au 


thorization to build a second giant 
aircraft carrier—up to 60.000 tons 
—capable of berthing atom bomb' 
carrying aircraft. 


Huge Xavy Bill 


The bill would authorize con. 


struction and renovation costing 
approximately ?1.150,000.000. 


Vinson. in announcing the bill, 


said it would permit construction 
of 237,500 tons of combatant ves- 
sels. This includes two aircraft 
carriers (one up to 60.000 tons), 
four destroyers, four submarines, 
30 minesweepers, three destroyer 
escorts, two refrigerated stores 
ships, two tanks and 23 landing 
chips.

To 60 Below in 
Alaskan City 


'FAIRBANKS, Alaska, (AP)— 


The temperatures skidded to 60 
degrees below zero yesterday and 
Fairbanks' 20,000 residents, their 
regular air communication vir- 
tually cut off by the bitter cold, 
shivered in a frosty world of their 
own. 


The cold spell, the second in 10 


days, held most of the Far North 
in its grip. It was 78 below zero 
at Snag on the Alaska-Canada 
border and many interior Alaska 
points reported readings of 70 be- 
low or colder.

His 
great wealth depleted quickly after 
he was tried for murder in the 
1927 
fatal shooting of his wife.

Progress 


We have more than doubled the

More than three-fourths of the 


total expenditures included in this 
budget are for major National se- 
curity programs $65,100,000,000 or 
266 per cent greater than in 1950. 


Other Spending 


Expenditures for all other gov- 


ernment programs will be nearly 
a billion dollars below the level 
of the present fiscal year, $20,- 
300,000,000. 


Economy 


I have sharply reduced expendi- 


tures for those programs which 
can be deferred or eliminated, 
even though these programs bring 
clear benefits to the nation and 
would oe highly desirable in nor- 
mal times ... It (is) imperative 
that each department and agency 
of the government enforce every 
possible economy. 


"*" 
Tax Legislation 


When we embarked on the de- 


fense program to keep our coun- 
try strong, I stated that sound 
financial policy required us to pay 
for the increased costs by current 
taxation . . . I recommended 'last 
year that the congress provide at 
least 10 billion dollars of addition- 
al revenue . . . The legislation 
enacted by the congress late last 
year will contribute little more 
than half of the amount recom- 
mended. 


Pay-as-We-Go 


We cannot now undertake, on 


a strict pay-as-we-go basis, the 
dual job of making up for the in- 
adequate revenue legislation last 
year and meeting the increases in 
expenditures immediately ahead. 


New Tax Boosts 


However, there is still time to 


insure more nearly adequate fi- 
nancing for the defense program 
as a whole. In my judgment this 
calls, at the very least, for the 
amount of additional revenue by 
which last year's legislation fell 
short of my recommendations. 


Prudence demands that we re- 


turn to a pay-as-we-go policy as 
quickly as practicable. 


Loopholes 


Glaring injustices in our tax 


laws should be eliminated before 
those with modest means 
are 


asked to shoulder additional burd- 
ens. When the congress practices 
favoritism in writing taxes, it en- 
courages self-seekers to try to 
gain favored treatment. 


Frontier In Europe 


It is now clear that within 12 


more months Western Europe can 
have a compact force which would 
offer strong resistance in the 
event of an attack . . . Within a 
few years it will be possible to 
attain a level of Western European 
defenses which would make inva- 
sion there so costly, and so un- 
likely of success, that the danger 
of its being attempted would be- 
come remote. 


Controls 


t Controls over prices, wages, and 
rents, as well as selective credit 
controls, are necessary for eco- 
nomic stabilization. Unfortunately 
the act is not strong enough to 
insure that we can hold the line 
on prices. I therefore urge that the 
act be improved as well as ex- 
tended beyond the present expira- 
tion date of June 30, 1952. 


Rents 


The Office of Rent Stabilization 


is now administering rent controls 
in these and other areas covering 
about 6,800,000 rental units. It is 
estimated that by the end of the 
fiscal year 1953, tenants in 10 
million rental units will be pro- 
tected by federal rent control. 


Merchant Fleet 


One . . . emergency program is

I again recommend to the con- 


gress the immediate reduction of 
present unwarranted tax benefits

Postal deficit 


The only effective means of re-

I 
recommend immediate rate in- 
creases adequate to yield 300 mil- 
lion dollars on an annual basis. 


Atomic 


The major program initiated in 


October 1950 for expanding the

Agriculture 


In 1952, with present production 


goals, farmers will be aiming at 
a new record, 6 per cent above 
1951 and 50 per cent above the 
1935-39 average 
The level of 


(price) support should help 
to 


give farmers the economic incen- 
tive necessary to maintain high 
production. 


FKPC , 


The executive branch has acted, 


within the limits of its present 
powers, to see that discrimination 
because of race, sex or color Cf 
not prevent workers from getting 
jobs which use their highest skills. 
Further progress toward this ob- 
jective will require action by the 
congress. I therefore renew my 
recommendation for legislation to 
establish a fair employment prac- 
tice commission. 


Housing Credit 


It will- be necessary to reduce 


the level of housing construction 
further . . . I urge the congress 
to restore the previous authority 
over down payments and other 
credit terms. 


Civil Defense 


A strong civil defense program 


is an indispensable part of our 
security effort ... I am therefore 
recommending a substantially in- 
creased appropriation (339 million 
dollars, compared with 44 million 
this year). 


Flood Insurance 


I repeat my recommendation of 


last summer for . . . A federal 
flood insurance system. An appro- 
priation of 50 million dollars is 
recommended. 


Social Security 


Benefits should be increased 


without delay. Because of the 
rising wage level, the revenues of 
the old-age and survivors' insur- 
ance system are higher than will 
be needed to pay the present scale 
of benefits to people who will re- 
tire. Under these circumstances, 
it is possible to increase average 
primary benefit rates by about 
five dollars a month (to 47 dollars 
a month) without in any way in- 
creasing the contribution rates. 


Veterans 


In view of the large increase in 


size of our armed forces since 
Korea, further large declines in 
veterans' outlays are unlikely. Our 
veteran population is increasing 
rapidly ... 


Interest 


Expenditures for interest on the 


public debt ... are estimated at 
$6,150,000,000. (They) will account 
for over 7 per Cent of total budget 
expenditures. 


Conclusion 


In the current world crisis, the 


price of peace is preparedness. In 
terms of the sacrifices which this 
involves, it is a heavy price, but 
when freedom is at stake it is a 
price which all of us will gladly 
pay.

BOWL BETTER WITH BOMAR . . . No. 8 


Towel at Foul Line Exposes 
Lack of Lift and Other Faults 


BY BUDDY BOMAR 


Former Match-Game Champion 
Most bowlers are not aware 


that they are guilty of anyone of 
a half dozen faults". 


They will stoutly maintain their 


innocence if accused of dropping 
the ball behind the 
foul line, 


spinning or 
turning the hips, 


dropping the right shoulder ex- 
cessively, sidearm delivery, break- 
ing the elbow or lack of lift. 


Placing a towel at the foul line 


is a sure method of discovering 
symptoms of these ailments. 


The ball should be released on 


the upswing, the thumb coming 
out of the ball first, the fingers 
supplying stuff with a definite 
lifting motion. 


Many incorrectly release 
the 


ball at the bottom of the arc of 
its downswing, and behind the 
f-ul line. 


If you are guilty of this fault, 


the test with the towel will show 
it. 


In 
the accompanying photo- 


graph you can see clearly how 
the ball is being sent over the 
towel and the foul line before it 
strikes the surface. 


Even after you have grooved 


your swing correctly, it is pos- 
sible to slip into some bad fault 
unconsciously. 


The time to experiment and 


improve your game is during open 
play. 


Most bowlers don't do\ enough 


open bowling and are forced to 
experiment during league play, or 
not at all. As a result, their 
games do not show any great im- 
provement. 


Bowl a few games during the 


afternoon, if possible, or over the 
weekend, when leagues are not 
in progress on your lanes. 


TOWEL TEST—Most bowlers 
arc not aware (hat they arc 
guilty of faults brought out by 
Dr. Buddy Bomar's prescrip- 
tion, which is placing a toweli
